ATWATER VILLAGE — It’s hard enough to get people to vote in a neighborhood council election, let 
alone get them to a candidate forums and debates. But now residents of Atwater Village have a chance 
to meet and listen to their council candidates without attending a meeting. The videos of 21 candidates 
can now be watched on YouTube in advance of this Saturday’s council elections in Atwater and several 
other neighborhoods. 

The job of recording the candidates fell to Courtney Morris, who is a candidate herself, and her iPhone. 
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The candidates were sent questions in advance of their recording session. All but three of the 
candidates were interested in participating. Morris, in an email, explains how she did it: 

Most people took between 5-10 minutes total to film their interviews. I met up with them at the place of 
their choosing and did all the recording on my iPhone. My fiance, Matthew Weil, edited the videos, but 
we didn’t cut into what candidates said, he just added the title cards and music for us. 

I recorded them over the course of 2 and a half weeks. Each candidate was given the option to watch 
their videos at the time we recorded them, but most chose not to. 


I only wish I had been smart enough to keep the additional footage for a blooper reel, because there 
were some excellent moments of extreme tongue-tied-ness.

Meet the Men and Women Who Built LA^ Unique Neighborhood of Eagle Rock 

Join authors Eric H. Warren and Frank Parrello as they profile the bedrock personalities who built Eagle 
Rock at the book signing event, sponsored by the Eagle Rock Valley Historical Society April 15, 7:00 at 
the Center for the Arts Eagle Rock, 2225 Colorado Boulevard. All are welcome to this free event. Light 
refreshments will be served. 

After the Rancho San Rafael was divided, Benjamin Dreyfus was awarded the hilly area north of 
downtown Los Angeles known as the Eagle Rock Valley. By 1911 this farming community had rapidly 
grown into a city. The Los Angeles Railway made downtown LA a trolley ride away, and continued 
growth led to Eagle Roc^s consolidation with the city in 1923. Today, Eagle Rock is one of LA^ most 
distinctive neighborhoods and a pride instilled by early settlers remains here. These inspirational settlers 
include soldier and ranchero Jose Maria Verdugo, diarist and historian Elena Frackelton Murdock, 
farmer and amateur hydrologist Mayor Cromwell Galpin, and publicist Anne Hare Harrison. 

The story is told in the words of these pioneers and local historians who witnessed the crucial events in 
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our towrbs development. Bernice Eastman Johnston, author of the first book on the Gabrieleno Indians, 
now known as Kizh or Tongva, along with contemporary sources tells of the way of life of the native 
people. Glendale authors Perry and Parcher deliver accounts of the Verdugo family based on their 
acquaintance with family descendants. Farm life in Eagle Rock is recalled by those who lived it. The 
selling of the suburb and the rapid population growth and the government that evolved to cope with it, is 
told in the words of the publicists and residents who were involved.

Repairs to the Metro Gold Line’s overhead power supply system have been completed, and test trains 
have successfully traversed the segment of track previously closed between Highland Park and South 
Pasadena stations. 
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This means trains will start running on both tracks between Highland Park and South Pasadena stations, 
and that the Metro Gold Line will begin resuming normal service at this time. However, Gold Line 
customers should still expect 5-10 minute residual delays as trains revert back to their normal 2-car 
lengths and attempt to fall into schedule. 

Repairs and ensuing delays began around 8:30 a.m. yesterday, after a 1,000 foot segment of wire 
became detached from overhead support structures. Work took longer than anticipated due to 
complications caused by the length of the downed wire and the location of the damage.

Finally, we would again like to thank all Gold Line customers for sticking with us as we made repairs, 
and for their patience as we work to get the Line back to normal again.

GLASSELL PARK — Tim DeMoss was a skilled welder and metal worker who also had a love for 
motorcycles. He rode them as well as re-fabricating old bikes and created new bike designs. But 
DeMoss’ Glassell Park workshop is silent these days after the Maryland native died in a collision late 
last month while riding his bike only a few blocks from his shop and home. Earlier this week, his Los 
Angeles friends gathered near his San Fernando Road shop to watch his Maryland memorial service on 
Skype. “He had the skill to turn an old, unused bike into something attractive and ususable," according 
to his obituary. “Tim’s naturally creative mind never stopped designing yet an even better bike.” 


DeMoss was riding his bike on Sunday, March 30 at about 12:30 a.m. when a Chevy minivan turned left 
in front of him near San Fernando Road and Cazador Street. DeMoss was pronounced dead at the 
scene, according to an LAPD spokesman. The driver of the van was found not be under the influence of 
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drugs or alcohol. 


Clay Bush, who worked with DeMoss at Atlantis Motors in Silver Lake, said his friend was headed home 
when the collision took place. DeMoss died only two days before his 30th birthday. 


People are encouraged to donate to Ace of Hearts, a bulldog rescue group where DeMoss got his dog, 
Henry. In addition, the industrial arts compound where DeMoss’ shop is located will honor his memory 
by hanging a photo of DeMoss and Henry in a new cafe planned for the complex, Bush said.

LINCOLN HEIGHTS (CBSLA.com) — Pot-laced brownies sent three Lincoln High School students to the 
hospital. 

KCAL9's Bobby Kaple reported that the baked goods, which were consumed on-campus Monday 
morning, were laced with marijuana. The Los Angeles Unified School District wouldn’t confirm reports 
that they also may have contained methamphetamine. 

Ronni Silas, who is friends with two of the affected students, said the girls became violently ill after 
consuming the brownies. 

“She couldn’t walk and two security [guards] had to carry her out of the classroom. And then the other 
friend...the ambulance came because she was throwing up a lot. In the restroom, she threw up like, four 
times and she couldn’t walk either,” she said. 
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It’s unclear if the teens who got sick knew what they were eating. 

One student was arrested for possession, according to the LAUSD. 

Some parents were shocked to learn about the incident. 

“It’s just scary. That shouldn’t be happening here, definitely not during school,” a parent said. 

“It actually does surprise me. I’m shocked by it. I’ve never really heard of anything considering that my 
daughter is a senior and the other one is a sophomore. We’ve never had an incident like this that I know 
of,” a woman said.
